SINKING OF THE 
“LADY SOMERS” 
a 
SURVIVORS PRAISE 
SPANISH ._ SEAMEN 


GIBRALTAR, July-22 (Reuter) — 
The gallantry of the crew of a 
Spanish ship in remaining for two 
hours in submarine danger area 
{n order to rescue the crew of the 
British auxiliary vesse} Lady 
Somers, was revealed by memopers 
Of the crew when they arrived 
here, writes Reuter’s Specia) cor- 
respondent, 

They state that the Lady Somers 
Was attacked at 2 a.m. by two sub- 
marines which fireq torpedoes al- 
most simultaneously, One hit her 
satern and then came to the sur- 
face but, crash-dived when the ship 
opened fire.

SORDID STORY OF 
QUARREL BETWEEN 
TWO INDIANS 


What was described by Mr. M. J. Abbott, Crown Counsel, as a 
sordid story. of:a quarre! between two Indians resulting in one bare- 
jy escaping with his life and the other being in the dock, was related 
to the Chief ‘Justice, Sir Atholl MacGregor, and a jury comprised of 
Messrs. Cyril Blake (Foreman), C. C. Ham, M. T. Tye, Tu Tze-ying, 
Ven Kuo-pao, A. T. Chiba and U Kiu-yin, at the Criminal Sessions 
yesterday when AMAR SINGH was arraigned on a charge of wound- 
ing Adjit Singh with intent to cause grievous bodily harm, and, al- 


ternatively, with wounding, on June 8. 


Mr, Abbott said that accused 
and complainant had been friends 
for about two years. Both were 
members of the Police Force, and 
It was the habit of complainant to 
spend his leave with accused. 

In January, Adjit Singh found 
a girl in accused's room when he 
went there -and, on inquiring, was 
told’ by accused that she was his 
kept woman. . 

During a subsequent talk, accus- 
ed told complainant to go to his 
flat and stay with the girl. Adjit 
Singh did so and intimacy took 
place between them. Complainant 
visited the girl at No. 471, Re- 
clamation Street. on a second oc- 


»¢asion when intimacy again took 


place 

lt was alleged by complainant, 
sald Mr. Abbott, that the girl con- 
sented to accused’s proposal that 
Adjit Singh contribute $10 towards 
her expenses find accused the 
other $10, instead of her receiving 
the whole $20 agreed upon from 
him alone. 

ENTERED CUBICLE 

On June 8, Adjit Singh went to 
No. 20, Battery Street to meet the 
accused, as previously arranged, 
and at 10 or 11 p.m. proceeded to 
No. 471, Reciamation Street and 
entered the cubicle occupled by 
the girl. Shortly after, accused 
arrived and a quarrel between the 
two men led to blows. After Adjit 
Singh had been pushed out of the 
flat, accused was seen going down 
to the rear portion of the floor 
and to return with a choppér in 
hig hands. 

Witnesses, said Mr. Abbott, 
would say that accused was then 
seen going to the door and mov- 
ing his hand, with the chopper, as 
if he was striking at someone out- 
side the do6r, 

Adjit Singh -received six blows. 

Accused was taken to the Kow- 
loon Hospital, after his arrest, 
where he was found to be not 
quite normal in his behaviour. 

Defendant, In the witness box, 
sald that if they had not been 
drinking that day, there would 
have been no trouble at all. 

Hearing was then adjourned to 
9.30 a.m. today.
